the metropolls, Lot ug now mention wanl the
writers of Philadelphia have rooently done or
purpose shortly to do.

Willtam V. MeEean, Buq,, editor of the Ladjer,
hae nearly completed the third veline
of the “Annual Register,” of which he has had
charge sinee the scheme was desigoned, It is
rumored plso that he has in courde of prepara-
tion & work relative to some of the details ol
the late war, Thers Is no one better tittod to
porlorm the thsk of treating of recont aventls
than Mr, MoKenn, For years he has made such
details & specialty, and is most thoronghly
posted 1n all the statistics and minatio relativa
to important battics, political of murtial, and the
influcnce they exerted on the nutional history.

Thomu=on Westeott, Egq., editor of the Sun-
day Dispatol, has recently imid before the pablic
a work, published by subseripiion, entitiad the
“Togt Onths of the Revolution,” Toe history of
the production is interesting, A few years gloce,
an old document was jound nmong o moass of
waste paper, snd whieh wis orderad to be sold
by the Recorder of Deeds, It proved to be the
test osth which esch Pennsylvania citizen of
doubtiul loyalty wus compelled to sign st the
conclusion of the war of 1770, To 1l was ap-
pended thousands of signatares. It were sold Lo
a publisher, who determined to i=sue it in book
form, and called on Mr, Westeott for a history ot
the onths ns an introdoection. A better seleotion
could not have been made, ne there §9 hot & gon-
tleman in our jeity who can surpesa ham ina
familiarity with onr monicipal lore, The result
isja delightful and instructive work, singolarly
approprinte toour own times, We wili refer (o
it on some future occasion.

The author has been for years directing his
time and talents to the preparation of a “History
of Philadelphia."He hus alrendy broaght it down
1o the opening year of the century. We earnestly
hope thut he will conclude his lubors, and give
our citizens an opportunity of securiog a copy
of an authentic and complete history off Phila-
delphin, The annuls of Watzon are Interesting,
but are so disjointed as to lose half thelr valua,
Mr. Westcott's work will be full, extensive, and
interesting, and will fill a vold in our libraries,

Speaking on the subject of works on muaici-
pal history, we may refer 1o an interesting listle
pam phlet by Casper Souder, Jr., of the Bulielin,
on “oagpenters’ HMallL” It I8 an extraet from
his “*History of Cheanut Street,” and has been
publizhed in aid of the fair for the *Soldiers' and
Bailors' Home.” Wo have just enyugh of the
extracte given to make ue long for a popular edi-
tion of this valuable record of our leading
thoroughfare.

Awmong the members of the Press Club who
are about issuiug works we way mention Bmer-
son Bennett, Baq,, the popular novelist, He is
about to publish another ofhis thrilling Western
stories, in which daring s/dventare sud muscular
activity are so admirably displayed. We ao not
know which to admire most, the originality of
situation or the easy fluency of expression which
<charucterizes all ol Mr, Bennett's works, Itis
entitled “The Phantom of the Forest,” and will
appear ag a serial in the Suturday Lvening Post,
i« Apropos of works forthcoming from members
of the Philadelphis press, we may mention two
promised volumes of poemg, one from A, E, Lau-
caster, Bsq., and the other from Mr. Kane lr:un-

metl, The avility of the authors js § pledge for
the attractlve naturé of the productions.

Dr. R. Shelton Mackenzie, liternry eritic of
the Press, has in course of preparation a volume
of “Personal Reminiscences,” of the great men
he hae met.

In connection with reminiscences, we may men-
tion anproprintely that another series of recol-
lections, although different from those of Dr.
Muckenzie, will shortly appear, We refer to the
adventures of SHignor Blitz, the ventrilogeist,
Having wravelled all over Europe and America,
and, probably, Africa and the Sandwich Islands,

TereinLE Exprosion AT CoLvunia, PA.—4 Fur-
nace in Ruins—One Man Killed, two Others
Severcly lejured.—An extra issued from the
oilice ot the Columbia, Pa., Spy,gives the aopexed
account ol an explosion nt Cordelia Furnate,
which occurred on Frida u'cnin%':——

“About hall-past 7 o'clock on Friday evening
our citizens were startled by a loud report,
capnsine the windows in all parts of the borough
to shake. Every onerushed out to see what was
the cavse, but none could tell. A messenger
soon arrived with the startling intelligence that
the boilers atCordelia Furvace,situated about two
miles from Columbin, on the Reading and Co-
lumbis Railroad, had been blown up. On repch-
ing the seene of the disaster we found that the
furnuce was s tolal wreck, and the wood-work
on fire, OF four boilers only one remained
whole, and that was carried otf about one hun-
dred yards. Two were bursted compietely. The
half of one was carrled about ive hun yards
into & nelghboring deld, and the other was
lodged n{zalmd: & Txuge wagon, demolishing it
completely, The debris was scattered In ali di-
rections for hundreds of yards around the fur
nace, The houses In the viclnity were shaken
a# though by an earthquake, breaking all the
windows and many dishes in the cupboards,
Children seated on chairs were thrown violently
on the floor,

gaged in flling, with Bhifler, and wus blown
from st over the casting house, striking the
bell, carrying it with him, He was lound in &
ruo about one hundred yards off, with his head
and one arm blown off. He leaves a wife and
several children, Jereminh Conkling was se-
verely injured. George Shiffer also severaly
infured. Duaulel Neff was buried by the debrls,
but was resoued out serious injury. Mrs.
J. L. MeMich in the outhouse at the time
ot the explosi It was shattered by pieces
of boiler and splinters, bul she fortunately and
almogt miraculously escaped without iu{ury.
